TRUMAN SIGHS 
ATLANTIC. PACT; 
STEP TO PEACE 


President Says U.S. Must 
Keep Materially Strong, 
Work to Make U.N. Ef- 

. fective.

WASHINGTON, July 25 (UP)— 
President Truman signed and 
thereby formally ratified the 
North Atlantic treaty today, hail- 
ing it as a “historic step toward 
a world of peace.” 

The Senate gave consent to rati- 
fication last Thursday. As he 
signed the treaty, Truman issued 
a statement saying: 

“The American people value 
peace and freedom above all 
things. Our ratification of the 
North Atlantic pact with the over- 
whelming support of the Senate 
and the people shows our deter- 
mination to preserve this peace 
and freedom. 

“This treaty is an historic step 
toward a world of peace. a free 
world, free from fear, but it is 
‘only one step. We have malice 
toward none. With our partners 
in the pact and other like-minded 
peoples, we must, with God’s help 
and guidance, work for peace with 
every means at our command. 

“We must keep ourselves mor- 
ally and materially strong. We 
must play our part in helping to 
strengthen freedom everywhere. 
We must work patiently and tire- 
lessly to make the United Nations 
ever more effective for its great 
task. We must seek ever greater 
unity of purpose and of action in 
the cause of peace.”

The two larger cities are call- 
ing on the commission to make 
a sharp cut in the rate base, on 
which the degree of profit is cal- 
culated, and to limit the rate of 
profit on Southwestern Bell's 
stock. This stock is owned by 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. 

Seeks $5,000,009 Increase. 

Southwestern Bell applied for 
an annual increase of $5,000,000 in 
this second-round case. Early 
this year the commission granted 
the full amount of the first-round 
increase sought, $3,400,000, by a 3 
to 2 decision. One commissioner 
who had voted in the majority 
then has retired and has been re- 
placed. 
Since the company is asking for 
approval of a specific schedule of 
rates, rather than direct allow- 
ance of a certain sum of Money, 
favorable action by the commis- 
sion in this case would reaffirm 
the first-round increase. Oppon- 
ents have appealed the first-round 
increases to the Supreme Court of 
Missouri, but the company is con- 
tinuing to collect the amount of 
that increase, subject to possible 
refund. | 
City Counselor James E. Crowe 
of St. Louis, in his opening state- 
ment before the commission today, 
especially urged the commission 
to follow the “end result” theory 
of rate making. This is the theory 
espoused by the Supreme Court of 
the United States several -years 
ago in the famous Hope natural 
gas case and in subsequent cases. 
This theory provides, in effect, 
for allowing a rate of profit for a 
public utility’s stockholders limit- 
ed to the needs shown under ex- 
isting conditions. As Crowe put 
it, this theory is that “the deter- 
mination of just and reasonable 
rates (to consumers) calls for the 
exercise of good common sense 
and fair judgment, in view of all 
the attending facts and circum- 
stances.” 

Urges Realistic View. 

In applying the end-result 
theory of rate making,” said 
Crowe, “it is necessary to take a 
realistic view of the future in the 


trend. It is common knowledge 
that the general trend of prices is 
downward; the war is long since 
Over, and in fact we are admit- 
tedly in the midst of a recession. 
In fixing rates for the future, this, 
as the United States Supreme 
Court has indicated, would seem 
to call for further common-sense 
adjustments. 

“Of vital importance also in ap- 
plying the end-result theory is the 
manner of determining the rate 
base. Specifically, we mean and

NEW YORK, July 25— Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt, citing her sup- 
port of the late Alfred E. Smith, 
a Roman Catholic, in his political 


campaigns, denied today Cardinal 
Francis Spellman’s charge of anti- 
Catholicism. 4 

She restated her stand for free- 
dom of religion in this country, 
but at the same time asserted her 
belief in separation of state and 
church. 

Cardinal Spellman, archbishop 
of New York, in a letter to her 
released to the press last Friday, 
accused her of anti-Catholicism 
in taking a stand against federal 
aid to private schools, including 
parochial schools. 

Reply in Daily Column, 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s comment was 


article written from Hyde Park. 
The text of her copyrighted, syn- 
dicated article (which usually ap- 
pears in the Everyday Magazine 
of the Post-Dispatch) follows: 

“Our telephone number here is 
supposed to be a private number, 
but beginning Friday morning it 
rang every few minutes and Miss 
Thompson spent her day answer- 
ing calls from newspapers, radio 
stations and individuals, All of 
them had read either advance 
copies or press reports of a letter 
addressed to me by Cardinal Spell- 
man. According to the postmark, 
the letter was mailed to me spe- 
cial delivery at 7 p.m. on Thurs- 
day in New York City. 

“Unfortunately, the Cardinal’s 
secretary is apparently unaware 
that in a rural post office spe- 
cial delivery stamps mean nothing, 
since there is no such thing as 
special delivery and our mail does 
not reach us, as a rule, until be- 
tween 11 a.m. and 12 noon. 

“All this meant that Miss Thomp- 
son was at first completely mysti- 
fied by the calls and I had to tell 
her to say there was no comment, 
since I could hardly comment on 
something which I had not yet 
seen. 

“Now that I have had time to 
read the letter carefully, I shall, 
of course, answer the Cardinal 
personally and in detail. How- 
ever, since I consider it important 
that there should be as little bit- 
terness as possible engendered 
among the Protestant, Catholic 
and Jewish groups, or any other 
religious groups in our nation, I 
shall not discuss this question any 
further on a personal basis with 
Cardinal Spellman. One’s basic 
beliefs must be stated on matters 
which we think important, but 
that can be done as citizens and 
not as members of any particular 
religious faith. 

Freedom of Religion. 

“T want freedom of religion to 
prevail in this country, I want no 
religious prejudice and I want ab- 
solute freedom of worship and re- 
ligious teaching; but at the same 
time I believe in separation of 
church and state. I want good will 
among people of all religions, no 
matter what their differences may 
be on matters which are strictly 
questions to be settled objectively 
on the basis of what is best for 
the citizens of our country as a 
whole.

Three policemen reported movie 
patrons peppered them with to- 
matoes. One of the officers limped

The parents died in frantic ef- 
forts to save the boy, who had 


stepped off a ledge into deep wa- 
ter while wading near the sandy 
beach, The tragic end of a family 
picnic was witnessed from the 
shore by the Haneline's other 
child, Diane Lee, 3. 

Haneline’s body was recovered 
at 1:45 a.m. today by polipe and 
volunteers who worked through 
the night. with dynamite and 
grappling hooks. Coast Guard per- 
sonnel had participated in the 
search for several hours before 
dark yesterday. 

Men in Boat Hear Shouts. 

Mrs. Haneline’s body was taken 
from the water by three men in a 
boat who heard Haneline’s shouts 
whilé rowing about 100 yards 
away. The tragedy occurred about 
4:30 p.m, An inhalator provided 
by an East Side undertaker failed 
to reviye the mother. 

Edgar Ahrens of Dupo, one of 
the men in the boat, said Mrs. 
Haneline was clinging to her hus- 
band as the boat drew near. Only 
Haneline’s feet were visible. As 
they drew her from the water, 
Haneline disappeared. 

Mrs, Haneline had been Wear- 
ing a swimming suit with her 
wrist watch attached at the shoul- 
der, indicating she had not in- 
tended going beyond the narrow 
stretch of shallow water near 
shore. The boy wore swimming 
trunks, and the elder Haneline 
trunks under trousers.

Mrs. Archie Smith, 838 Mildred 
avenue, Maplewood Park, a sister 
of Mrs. Haneline, said the Hane- 
lines frequently picnicked at the 
cove, about a mile north of Jeffer- 
son Barracks Bridge, at East Car- 
ondelet.

WASHINGTON, July 25—Presi- 
dert Truman called on Congress 
today to authorize a $1,450,000,000 
foreign aid program for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, and placed the 
blame for its need squarely on the 
Soviet Union. : 

Western Europe, he said, has 
asked the United States for the 
necessary Margin of arms and 
equipment which will make it bet- 
ter able to repel aggression and 
mitigate the anxieties of its peo- 
ples. 

“The principal task of the free 
nations of western Europe in the 
last four years has been to re- 
store their war-shattered econ- 
omies, the President said.

While the President’s message 
was being read to Congress, the 
State Department simuitaneously 
sent the two Houses the Adminis- 
tration’s proposed bill to carry 
out the President’s wishes togeth- 
er with a 4l-page report. The re- 
port spelled out the proposed mil- 
itary aid program for friendly 
nations from Europe to the Pa- 
cific who are threatened by Rus- 
sian aggression. China, however, 
was excepted. 

The proposed program would 
leave solely in thé President’s 
hands the distribution of military 
aid, but it specifically barred him 
from sharing atomic bomb secrets 
with any nation. 

In its statement too, the State 
Department stressed Russian ac- 
tions as the prime reason for the 
military assistance program. It 
pointed out that the hoped-for 
great power harmony follewing 
World War II has not material- 
ized, and added: 

“Instead, the political aggression 
and expansionist aims of the So- 
viet. Union, abetted by the malig- 
nant growth of international Com- 
munism, has bred a new fear and 
insecurity in the world.” 

President Is Specific. 

In his message to Congress, the 
President was specific in express- 
ing his views on how the “expan- 


sionist aims“ of Russia have af- 


fected various countries. He said: 

“In the face of what has oc- 
curred in Greece, and in Berlin, in 
the face of the threats and pres- 
sures to which Iran and Turkey 
have been exposed in the light of 
the suppression of human liberty 
in countries under Communist 
control, the nations of. western 
Europe have not been able to ig- 
nore the necessity of a military 
defense for themselves. 

“They have seen what the Soviet 
Union has done to nations for 
which it professed friendship and 
with which it was recently allied. 
They have observed how a Com- 
munist coup d’etat, operating in 
the shadow of the massed military 
might of the Soviet Union, can 
overthrow, at one stroke, the 
democratic liberties and the politi- 
cal independence of a friendly na- 
tion” (Czechoslovakia). 

Anticipating demands in Con- 
gress to cut down the cost of the 
program, the President said that 
his recommendations covered only 
“the most pressing current needs 
for military aid.” 

Noting that most of the money 
would go to western European 
nations, he explained that “it is 
not proposed that specific sums 
be committed in advance to par- 
ticular countries.” He also said: 

“How long it may be necessary 
to continue military aid depends 
on many unpredictable factors. 
Our burden will undoubtedly lessen 
as our progam for peace brings 
its returns. Advancing economic 
recovery will enable the free na- 
tions to sustain a large share of

The nations of ‘western Europe 
have addressed themselves in all 
seriousness to the task of provid- 
ing such a shield. In the Treaty 
of Brussels, five nations of west- 
ern Europe established joint 
measures for their own defense. 
In support of that treaty, they 
have co-ordinated both their de- 
fensive strategy and their plans 
to produce necessary military 
supplies. 


Those five nations, together 
with Norway, Denmark and Italy, 
have undertaken annual military 
expenditures equivalent to about 
five and one-half billion dollars. 
This is the maximum amount they 
are able to spend without seri- 
ously interfering with the civilian 
production necessary for their eco- 
nomic recovery. This amount is 
not, however, enough to furnish 
these nations the protection they 
need. Concentrating, as they are, 
on restoring their economic sta- 
bility, they are unable to spare 
the plants and the materials re- 
quired to bring their defense es- 
tablishments up to the necessary 
levels. 
Furthermore, there are certain 
items essential for their defense 
which they are not equipped to 
provide for themselves. They have, 
therefore, come to us with urgent 
requests for assistance in provid- 
ing the necessary margin of arms 
and equipment which will make 
them better able to repel aggres- 
sion and mitigate the anxieties of 
their peoples, 
I recommend that we supply 
these countries with assistance 
of three types: First, a limited 
amount of dollar aid to enable 
them to increase their own pro- 
duction of military items with- 
out impairing their efforts for 
economic recovery; second, the 
pe transfer of certain essen- 
tems of military equipmen 
and third, the assistance of —— 
perts in the production and use 
of military equipment and the 
training of personnel.

At the present time, the military 
power which is the greatest deter- 
rent to aggression is. centered in 
the United States, 3000 miles away 
from Europe. It must be made 
clear that the United States has 
no intention, in the event of ag- 
gression, of allowing the peoples 
of western Europe to be overrun 
before its own power can be 
brought to bear. The program of 
military assistance now proposed 
is a tangible assurance of our pur- 
pose in this regard. 
Outside of western Europe we 
are already engaged in a program 
of military assistance to Greece 
and Turkey.

Only if this is done, can the eco- 
nomic reconstruction of Greece be 
accomplished. . 
Turkish Situation. 
In Turkey, our aid has lessened

We are also confronted by the 
necessity of making military as- 
sistance available in other areas of 
the world outside Europe. 


In Iran the use of surpluses of 
United States mili equipment 
has aided in improving the de- 
fensive effectivesness of the Iran- 
ian Army and the maintenance of 
internal order, It is now neces- 
sary to provide certain additional 
items to round out this program, 
and thereby to strengthen the 
ability of Iran to defend its inde- 
pendence. 


The new republic of Korea, es- 
tablished as a result of free elec- 
tions held under the auspices of 
the United Nations, is menaced by 
the Communist regime in the 
northern part of the country. With 
the advice and assistance of the 
United States, the Korean Govern- 
ment has established a small force 
to protect its internal security and 
defend itself against outside ag- 
gression short of a full scale war. 
Equipment has been requested 
from the United States for mini- 
mum army and coast guard forces. 
It is essential to the survival of 
the Korean republic that this as- 
sistance be made available. 

Aid for Philippines. 

In addition, it is necessary to 
continue our program of Kmited. 
aid to the republic of the Philip- 
pines, which was originated under 
the act of June 26, 1946. 

In this hemisphere we have as- 
sumed obligations of mutual de- 
fense with the other American 
republics under the Pact of Rio 
de Janeiro. Our northern neigh- 
bor, Canada, is a party with us 
to the North Atlantic Treaty. It 
is important under the terms of 
these two treaties that we should 
assist Canada and the American 
republics to establish adequate de- 
fenses properly co-ordinated with 
our own. 

In view of our limited resources, | 
it is impossible for us to assist 
on a grant basis all countries 
whose defense is related to our 
own. We can afford to bear the 
cost of military aid only with re- 
spect to those countries vita] to 
our national security where the 
danger is greatest, and where the 
ability to pay for military equip- 
ment is least. With respect to 
such countries as Canada and the 
American republics, therefore, I 
recommend that our assistance be 
limited to the use of the facilities 
of our Government to procure de- 
fense equipment for them at their 
own expense. 

All these various requirements 
for military assistance should ob- 
viously be handled in a unified 
program, adaptable in its admin- 
istration to the operation of our 
foreign policy. 

The sum which will be needed 
in new appropriations for the 
fiscal year 1950 for all the grant 
programs now contemplated, to- 
gether with a margin for emer- 
gencies, is approximately $1,450,- 
000,000, The bulk of the supplies 
to be procured under these pro- 
grams will be delivered over the 
next two years. Of this total $50,- 
000,000 has recently been requested 
for the interim continuation of 
our program of military aid to 
Greece and Turkey under existing 
authorizations. New authorization 
will be required for $1,400,000,000. 

President to Allocate Funds. 

The major portion of the total 
is to be devoted to the needs of 
the western European nations. It 
is not proposed that specific sums 
be committed in advance to par- 
ticular countries. Rather, the 
President should be able to make 
allocations as circumstances re- 
quire, 


The aid we provide will consti- 
tute only a minor fraction of 
what these countries will spend 
themselves. Agreements will be 
executed with the recipients, to 
provide for mutual assistance and 
to assure proper use of the equip- 
ment furnished. The recipient na- 
tions will be required to limit the 
use of the items supplied to the 
defense of agreed geographic 
areas, and will not be permitted

CATHOLICS TOLD 
IT IS SIN TO READ

NEW YORK, July 25 (AP)—

In the sermon, Father Broderick 
said Catholics “sin grievously, at 
least” if they read Communist pub- 
lications, even for information, 
professional reasons or curiosity.” 

He said that under the Pope’s 
order “the toying parlor pink must 
show his true color, red or not red.

Details of the program would 
not be written out in law as 
drafted by the Administration. 
Only broad assignments of au- 
thority would be given to the 
President aleng with responsibil- 
ity for carrying out the details 
himself. 

However, the State Department 
statement covered virtually all the 
main arguments for the program, 
and told what the Administration 
proposes to do with the money 
and the power asked, and out- 
lining in a general way how the 
funds would be spent.

In addition to the appropriations asked, the legislation author- 
izes the President to use up to $100,000,000 in Government funds to 
finance contracts for arms to be paid for in cash on delivery. 
Officials said the primary purpose of this provision is to help 
Latin American nations get munitions in this country.

This would leave only 
$300,580,000 for military help to 
other friendly. nations including 
Greece and Turkey, since $45,000,- 
000 is earmarked for an emer- 
gency fund and $10,970,000 for ad- 
ministrative costs. 

This breakdown is given in the 
State Department's statement. 
The bill itself simply states that 
an appropriation of 31,450,000, 000 
would be authorized for carrying 
out the purposes of the proposed 
military aid law. * 

Other major provisions of the 
legislation as prepared by the 
State Department: 

1. Nothing in this act shall 
alter, amend, revoke, repeal, or 
otherwise affect the provisions of 
the Atomic Energy Act of 1946.” 
(That act bars the Government 
from releasing atomic explosives. 
Hence this section means the 
President could not give other 
countries atomic bombs.) 

2. Arms could be supplied to all 
nations which have joined with 
this country in “collective de- 
fense” arrangements providing for 
“self help and mutual aid.” (This 
would apply to Latin American 
countries under the so-called Rio 
treaty—a Western Hemisphere de- 
fensive alliance.) The, President 
also would be authorized to aid 
other nations (meaning Greece, 
Turkey and so on) “whose in- 
creased ability to defend them- 
selves against aggression is impor- 
tant to the national interest of 
the United States.” 

3. The President could obtain 
equipment for the aid program by 
(a) taking it out of government 
stocks, (b) buying it new and (c) 
helping the other nations to pro- 
duce it themselves, 0 

4. The President also could ac- 


cept materials from other govern- 
ments “as a condition of or in 
connection with” the American 
help. This follows the general 
principle of wartime “reverse 
lend-lease.“ 

5. The goods to be given out by 
the United States would have 
some strings attached. Receiving 
countries would have to agree to 
use the assistance to build up 
their own strength against aggres- 
sion; they could not transfer the 
materials without the President’s 
consent, and the Chief Executive 
could suspend the grants to any 
country if he decided that con- 
tinued aid to that country was 
“no longer consistent with the na- 
tional interests of the United 
States.” 

6. The whole operation would 
have to be “consistent” with the 
United Nations Charter, and the 
President’ would be requirdd to 
shut f help to any country 
against which the U.N. took ac- 
tion. 

RC Loan Authorized. 


7. To get the program under way 
without waiting for an actual ap- 
propriation by Congress, the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
would be empowered to advance 
the President $125,000,000. (If it 
seems the aid program authoriza- 
tion will be approved by Congress, 
but that there will not be time for 
an appropriation bill this session, 
then the amount of the RFC ad- 
vance might be increased.) 

8. In addition to the $1,450,000,000 
appropriation, the act would per- 
mit the president — actually the 
armed forces—to buy and seu arms 
under foreign aid contracts up to 
a maximum of 6100, 000,000. This 
provision is designed primarily to 
help Latin American countries buy 
military supplies in this country. 

9. The President could set up 
whatever organization he consid- 
ers necessary to run the program, 
He could hire one official at a sal- 
ary of $16,000 a year and three 


others at salaries of $15,000.

Rules That Workers’ 


Offer to Pay Dues but! 


Stay Outside Labor 
Group Is Not Enough. 


The National Labor Relations 
Board, through the decision of a 
trial examiner, yesterday ruled 
that workers covered by a union- 
shop contract must become full- 


fledged union members, or lose 


their jobs. 

Horace A. Ruckel, the trial ex- 
aminer, recommended dismissal of 
unfair labor practice charges 
against the Union Starch & Re- 
fining Co. of Granite City and 
Local 153, American Federation of 
Grain Millers, AFL, filed early 
this year by John Ralph, a for- 
mer employe. Ralph, his wife, 
Nelly, and a third employe, Mary 
Rawlings, were fired when they 


refused to assume full obligations 
of union membership, although of- 
fering to pay the $10 union initia- 
tion fee and $2 monthly dues. 
The union-shop contract in effect 
between the company and the 
union required all employes cov- 
ered to become union members. 

Ralph charged violation of Taft- 
Hartley provisions forbidding dis- 
crimination against an employe 
“who has been denied union mem- 
bership on some ground other than 
his failure to tender dues and in- 
itiation fees required as a con- 
dition of acquiring membership.” 

Ruckel, in his recommendation, 
said the union had not denied 
membership to the three employes, 
since they never applied for mem- 
bership and failed to attend the 
meeting at which they were to be 
voted on. 

“If employes working under the 
union-shop agreement were per- 
mitted to choose between becom- 
ing members of the union and buy- 
ing the right to work by payment 
of an amount of money equal to 
the amount required from mem- 
bers as dues, it is conceivable that 
a majority of employes under such 
an agreement would choose to re- 
main outside the union, as did the 
three individuals in this case,” 
Ruckel stated. 

“In such a situation a union 
would be of little benefit to either 
the employes or the employer. The

Indians Attacked. 

The population from India, cen- 
tered mainly around Durban in 
the province of Natal, has taken 
more of the wrath of the race- 
conscious Nationalists than any 
other group. Their future pur- 
chase of property now is regu- 
lated. 

Minister of Interior T. E. Don- 
ges, Malan’s right-hand man, says 
he will be dissatisfied so long as 
one Indian is left in South Africa. 
Many Indians have become ex- 
tremely wealthy and are big prop- 
erty owners in Durban, 

The Taj Mahal Hotel in Bom- 
bay, India, has put up a perma- 
nent sign in its lobby: “No South 
Africans admitted.” . 

The Negroes are feeling the 
pinch with tightened Jim Crow 
laws. Not only must they ride on 
separate busses in Johannesburg, 
hay must enter the railway sta- 
tion by a special side entrance and 
not stand on the station platform. 
This regulation was put in force 
July 4. In Durban on July 8 a 
law was passed prohibiting unem- 
ployed Negroes from entering the 
city limits.

Reluctantly, an attempt was 
made to introduce a serious note 
into the conversation.

The hard pressed British 
responded with a stirring mes- 
sage from Winston Churchill, 
but no arms and no men.

Phibul served a brief term in 
jail after the Japanese surrender, 
as it was thought that this would 
please the Allies.

Members of Congress are properly outraged 
with the “five per centers” and their allies in 
Government positions, but Congress is remark- 
ably indifferent to the much bigger game ot the 
“influence industry,” the potent national iobbies. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee has approved 
a $50,000 fund to investigate the lobbies, but the 
Rules Committee has bottled it up, and along 
with it another $50,000 for an inquiry into the 
life insurance industry. Nor has it yet approved 
probes into the contested elections of three Sen- 
’ ators. It is fair to ask, therefore, whether the 
Senate Rules body is trythg to gain such a life- 
and-death power over public business as was 
shorn from its House counterpart.

The suppression of inquiry is always suspect, 
and it is particularly suspect when the subjects 
of inquiry are rich and powerful. 

Life insurance companies, Representative Cel- 
ler charges, “have a concentration of economic 
power,” with self-perpetuating directors and 
other apparatus of control, “that enable the 
companies to formulate a financial policy 
stronger than the policy of the National Govern- 
ment.” The companies protest that they have 
little power. New York State’s insurance com- 
missioner calls this plea “pure corn.” Yet it is 
New York’s Senator Ives who is reported to be 
blocking the congressional investigation. 

Other lobbies are no less influential. Private 
utility men finally failed to block a needed 
power expansion in the TVA area, but they have 
caused the Senate Appropriations Committee to 
deal a crippling blow to public power in the 
Missouri Valley and to the Southwestern Power 
Administration. 

The whole story of the American Medical As- 
sociation’s propaganda war on national health 
insurance needs to come out, but much of it will 
remain secret until Congress subpenas its lead- 
ers and records. The real estate lobby, though 
temporarily set back by the 1949 Housing Act, 
has still other means to thwart the majority will. 

Railroads are beginning to exploit a danger- 
ous exemption from the anti-trust laws that the 
previous Congress gave them. The Bulwinkle- 
Reed Act begs for repeal, but the subject has 
dropped out of the-news and the railroad lobby’s 
aim is to keep it out. 

Several lobbies have even placed their agents 
within the Government itself. The powerful 
Farm Bureau Federation, as Fortune magazine 
puts it, is “a private lobby sponsored and sup- 
ported by the Government it seeks to influence.” 
The principal apostle of the Army Engineers’ 
pork barrel projects, the Rivers and Harbors 
Congress, uses Senators and Congressmen for its 
chief officers. In the words of former Gov. 
Miller of Wyoming, this lobby “has achieved an 
almost incestuous relationship with ‘the Na- 
tional Congress.” : 

A life insurance probe is needed at this time 
when the acts of large financial institutions can 
either sustain or destroy production and jobs. 
Investigations would reveal ways to eliminate 
the glaring weaknesses in the registration-of- 
lobbyists law. And most important of all, only 
this searchlight of exposure and publicity can 
protect the American people’s common interest 
from perversion by self-seeking special interests. 

Let’s have some action in the Senate Rules 
Committee! . 
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Origin of Two Anti-Pact. Votes 

As we have noted, it was Missouri’s unhappy 
distinction to be charged with two of the 13 
votes against ratification of the Atlantic Pact. 
Each of these votes can be traced in part at 
least to poor politics on the part of the Demo- 
cratic leadership in this state. 

Senator Donnell cast one of these votes. He 
was elected to the Senate largely because of the 
attempt by the Democratic combine to steal the 
governorship away from him after the 1940 elec- 
tion. And Donnell was elécted Governor by a 
narrow margin because the Democrats passed 
over the qualified Allen McReynolds in favor of 
the late Lawrence McDaniel. 

Senator Kem cast the second of Missouri's 
anti-pact votes. He was in part the creature of 
the reaction that was running in 1946, but he 
also profited by the fact that Frank P. Briggs, 
notwithstanding a good voting record, somehow 
did not catch on in public favor. Had a more 
outstanding man been appointed in the place of 
Harry S. Truman when the latter resigned from 
the Senate to become Vice President, James P.

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From Moscow to Melbourne

employment and the rationing of gas, power and 
light. The miners seek a 15 per cent pay hike 
and a 35- instead of a 40-hour week. a

has but little interest for most Americans. But 
Australia, although 10,000 miles from Moscow, 
has a glittering fascination for the men in the 
Kremlin. They have been disturbed by the 
Australian Labor government’s efforts to coax 
more American investors into the Australian 
economy.

Yet the.Commu- 
nists have succeeded with the miners. As the 
London Times said: “Among the trade unions, 
by astute and ruthless leadership and perhaps by 
corrupt practices in elections of officers, the 
Communists have exerted an influence out of all 
proportion to their numbers.” ;

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Spoilsmen’s Conscience 

Dr. John W. Williams Jr. was suddenly re- 
moved from his responsible state position be- 
cause, so the official fiction ran, the work was 
being “reorganized.” Cutting through this pre- 
tense, the Missouri Hospital Association says 
flatly that he was “fired.” 

He was fired despite the fact, a statement from 
the hospitals continues, that they have found 
him “most helpful and co-operative” and his 
reputation for honesty and sound judgment has 
won many friends” for the public health work 
under his direction. The association fears that 
ousting such a man may cause other capable 
public health officials to quit their jobs. 

Why was Dr. Williams fired? He was fired 
for doing his duty—for telling the truth and 
obeying the law. Public health employes are 
supposed to be protected from political inter- 
ference under the law, but Gov. Forrest Smith’s 
office has recently been nosing into their politi- 
al affiliations. Dr. Williams said so when he 
appeared before a committee of the Legislature. 
So he was promptly “reorganized.” 

In this, as in other familiar instances, the 
Smith crew are determined to “reorganize” the 
state's merit service into their own image. They 
do not hesitate to make efficient state offices 
over into soft snaps for their machine’s bush- 
beaters and doorbell-ringers. No feeling for 
elementary fairness deters them from taking the 
ax to Dr. Williams and his kind. 
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The Missing Klan Records 

The .circumstances surrounding the missing 
Ku Klux membership lists in Alabama are fishy, 
to say the least. The state head of the klan, 
William Hugh Morris, disobeyed the order of 
Circuit Judge Robert J. Wheeler to produce 
them, and was jailed for contempt of court. In 
jail he stayed for two weeks, until his home was 
ransacked and the membership records were re-

ported stolen. Promptly Morris promised to pro- 


duce the records if he could find them, and on 
that promise he was released from jail. 

We hope the Alabama law enforcement au- 
thorities are going to give Morris all the help 
they can in finding those records. We also 
hope they are going to find out whether the 
records were taken with Morris’ connivance, as 
the circumstances so strongly suggest.. The en- 
tire Alabama case against the klan seems to 
rest on the production of these records. 

If klan membership can be exposed in Ala- 
bama, furthermore, it may be exposed in other 
states, and that possibility will be a strong 
deterrent to Ku Kluxism everywhere.

Free Air or Hot Air?

Observer examines campaign “to make radio as free as the press” 
to editorialize; thinks the FCC’s rule of restraint is sound: if broad-

Edward J. Heffron in The Commonweal 


“The greatest single victory in behalf of 
freedom of expression in this nation since 
the Zenger case ... over a century ago.” 
So said the president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters in commenting on 
the June 1 report of the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission, “In the Matter of 
Editorializing by Broadcast Licensees.”. 


Whatever it is, this report seems to in- 
volye questions of considerable interest to 
the general public. What is it? 

In 1939, the Mayflower Broadcasting 
Corp. asked the FCC for the frequency 
then enjoyed by Boston Station WAAB, It 
charged that WAAB had been editorializing 
in favor of certain political candidates to 
the exclusion of their opponents. 


More Than Private Property 


The commission found Mayflower unsuit- 
able as licensee but felt obliged, neverthe- 
less, to take notice of its complaint. The 
matter was under consideration until Jan. 
16, 1941, when the commission said: 

“A truly free radio cannot be used to ad- 
vocate the causes of the licensee. It cannot 
be used to support the candidacies of his 
friends. It cannot be devoted to the sup- 
port of principles he happens to regard 
most favorably. In brief, the broadcaster 
cannot be an advocate, 


“Freedom of speech on the radio must 
be broad enough to provide full and equal 
opportunity for the presentation to the pub- 
lic of all sides of public issues. Indeed, as 
one licensed to operate in a public domain 
the licensee has assumed the obligation of 
presenting all sides of important public 
questions, fairly, objectivély, and without 
bias. The public interest—not. the private 
—is paramount.” 


Did this mean that broadcasters must 
give access to the microphone to all views 


. except their own; or did the second para- 


graph qualify the first and establish the 
principle that all views should be heard 
over the air, including the broadcasters’ 
views? 

It doe’n’t seem reasonable that the com- 
mission could have meant the former; if 
it had, it is hard to see how the courts 
could have upheld it. Why wasn't there a 
test case? The reason seems to be that the 
broadcasters weren’t particularly interested 
in editorializing. The vast majority of them 
were chiefly interested in selling time. 


Battle of the Blue Book 


In 1946 the commission issued a report 
which became famous (in the radio indus- 
try, infamous) as the Blue Book. It re- 
minded broadcasters that there weren't 
enough channels to permit everyone who 
wanted to do so to broadcast wherever he 
wanted, at whatever power he wanted, in 


whatever directions he wanted. It remind- 


ed them that, since this was so, Congress 
had declared radio channels to be public 
property; that the commission, before 
granting new licenses or renewing old ones, 


was to scrutinize promises or performances 


to see if they were “in the public interest, 
convenience, or necessity.” 


The Blue Book then went on to suggest 
that the commission might have difficulty 
in finding that a station which sold near- 
ly all of its time for “commercials,” which 
didn't have a balanced schedule of reli- 
gion, education, news, good music, etc., 
was operating in the public interest. 


This was a threat to the till. 80 the 
broadcasters launched a violent campaign 


against the Blue Book, against the com-. 


mission, against the “public interest, con- 
venience, or necessity” requirements of the 
Communications Act. The plea? Free 
speech, 

It was in connection with this anti-Blue 
Book crusadé that the Mayflower case was 
resuscitated. For the commission to tell 
a broadcaster he could not air his own 
views on controversial subjects was clear- 
ly to limit his freedom of speech. Eiven to 


tell him that he could not be unfair in air- 
ing controversial views, the broadcaster 
now said, was to infringe upon his guar- 


‘antees under the First Amendment. 


Room for More Newspapers 


Thus the attack upon the Mayflower De- 
cision was simply a part of the larger 
campaign “to make radio as free as the 
press”—entirely overlooking the fact that 
the number of possible newspapers in any 
given community, and in the country as a 
whole, is unlimited, and that the press is 
therefore not a licensed industry. 

This is the background of the report of 
June 1. The report holds, in substance, 
that the original Mayflower rule is to 
stand—only it makes clear that the second 
paragraph is to be underscored as qualify- 
ing the first. It says that the program 
budget of any station “may include the 
identified expression of the licensee’s per- 
sonal viewpoint as part of the more gen- 
eral presentation of views or comments on 
.. « various issues, but the opportunity of 
licensees to present such views as they 
may have on matters of controversy may 
not be utilized to achieve a partisan or one- 
sided presentation of issues. Licensee edi- 
torialization is but one aspect of freédom 
of expression by means of radio. Only in- 
sofar as it is exercised in conformity with 
the paramount right of the public to hear 
a reasonably balanced prestntation of all 
responsible viewpoints on particular issues 
can such editorialization be considered to 
be consistent with the licénsee’s duty to 
operate in the public interest.” 


While this report is a prime example of 
federal prose in its most tortured state, it 
is sound. Remembering that, in more than 
half the towns enjoying radio facilities, all 
facilities are under one ownership, the 
practical reasons why the only broadcas- 
ter in town should not be allowed to 
monopolize the air with editorials in be- 
half of the N. A. M. or the CIO or the Dem- 
ocratic party, are obvious enough. 


Laying Themselves Wide Open 


The constitutional question is clear, too. 
The First Amendment guarantees free 
speech. It guarantees it to all citizens— 
to 140,000,000, not a mere 3000. There is not 
room in the radio spectrum for a radio 
station for every citizen who would like 
to broadcast, So even-handed freedom to 
broadcast is limited of necessity. 


If it is no violation of the Constitution 
to deny applicant X altogether or to limit 
applicant ¥ to 250 watts, it is no violation 
to grant a 50,000 watt license to applicant 
Z on condition that he serve not merely 
his own interest, but the public interest. 
Broadcasters, in attacking the relative 
deprivation suffered by Z as a result of 
this condition, are opening the way for X 
to assert his absolute deprivation and thus 
to attack the whole licensing system. 


If the industry's case against the May- 
flower Decision and its claims for a radio 
as free as the press are ever recognized, 
therefore, it will be at the cost of validat- 
ing the claims of all the rejected applicants 
who desire to cut in on what broadcasters 
now enjoy as exclusive or quasi-exclusive 
franchises. Their present preferential li- 
censes are worth more to broadcasters 
than all their physical equipment and good 
will put together and multiplied a hundred 
times. One wonders, therefore, why they 


should expose themselves to attack on this . 


very vulnerable point. But I suppose it is 
not the first time that business men have 
become so blinded by their short-term in- 
terests as to be unable to see where their 
legitimate long-term interests lie.

VATICAN CITY, July 25 (AP)— 


Pope Pius XII said last night that 


morality is in retreat and called 
on Catholic women to halt what 
he described as the growing “sen- 


sualityeof youth.” 

The Pope addressed 15,000 Ital- 
ian women in St. Peter’s Basilica. 
The women's Catholic Action 
Group in Italy, which claims 500,- 
000 members, has been celebrat- 
ing the fortieth anniversary of its 
foundation. 

In his brief address he said: 

“Unfortunately, today morality 
is in retreat, not only in the city 
but also in the country, where a 
desire for luxury and pleasure has 
spread. 

“Contributing not a little to the 
increase in the sensuality of youth 
are the press, the radio, the im- 
modesty of the beach, public 
shows, and the like.” 

The Pope said the church has 
assigned to Catholic women the 
duty of contributing to healthy so- 
cial conditions, to a strengthening 
of faith, and to the moral edu- 
cation of youth. 

Speaking of the evils of over- 
crowded living thrust on millions 
of people by a shortage of proper 
housing, he said: 

“It is pecessary to meet the 
needs of homes for many peo- 
ple, especially for youths who wish 
to marry and for those who al- 
ready have founded families and 
are compelled to live in conditions 
dangerous for morality.”

Roosevelt’s advisers, she writes, 
were divided over the President’s 
Supreme Court packing plan but 
he felt that no progress could be

tional. 


“He also felt,” she continues, 
“that often older persons became 
too conservative and should not be 
allowed to continue indefinitely to 
wield great power. 

“The defeat of the Supreme 
Court bill seemed to me to be a 
real blow to Franklin but this 
feeling lasted only a short time 
and later he was able little by 
little to change the complexion of 
the court. He remarked one day 
he thought the fight had been 
worthwhile in spite of the defeat, 
for it had at least focused the 
attention of the public on the 
Supreme Court and decisions, 
and he felt that aroused public 
interest was helpful.” 

She then makes this wifely ob- 
servation: 


„J used to think that he might 
have saved himself a good deal 
of trouble by just waiting a while, 
since it was death and resigna- 
tions that really gave him the 
opportunity to appoint new people 
to the Supreme Court. However,

“Harry Hopkins,” she 
“gave his opinions honestly but be- 
cause he knew my husband did 
not like opposition and argument 
too well—no one does—he tried in 
indirect ways to make Franklin 
do what he thought he should do. 
Frequently he thought it expedi- 
ent to agree with Franklin re- 
gardless of his own opinion. This 


Was really not so valuable a serv- 


ice as forcing him, as Louis Howe 
did, to hear unpleasant argu- 
ments.

cause his reasons were based on 
political practicality. 

“Therefore, in this period 
Franklin frequently made deci- 
sions without canvassing all sides 
of the questions.”

The maid drew herself up and 
said, “I am the queen’s maid,” 
and swept down the hall toward 
the elevator. The usher, who by 
this time was exhausted by the 
heat and extra work, could think 
of nothing but a bit of good Amer- 
ican slang and said: 

“Oh, you’re a big-shot, hey?”

EVERAL PERSONS have 
8 pleaded guilty to inventing 

the radio singing commercials. 
Billy Rose thinks he originated 
them. John Guedel, who produces 
“Pedple are Funny” and several 
other network programs, is sure 
he’s the culprit. The authors of 
the “Pepsicola-hits-the-spot” song 
are positive that they started the 
singing eommercial craze. And 
there are many other claimants. 

All are mistaken. It was I who 
did it—twenty years ago come 
Oct. 15! And I have newspaper 
clippings to prove it. 

Now you are wondering why 
any sane person would voluntarily 
confess inflicting such a scourge 
upon the nation. The truth is, I 
am appalled at what I have done, 
and seek to ease my conscience by 
confession. 

It came about thus. My (then) 
advertising agency created a com- 
edy tadio program for the Camp- 
bell-Taggart Associated Bakeries 
(headquarters in Kansas City). 
The program. was called “Frank 
and Herman“ I was “Frank” and 
Herman Engel, a German come- 
dian, was “Herman.” 

A clipping in my scrapbook 
reads (Oct. 15, 1929): “The initial 
program of ‘Frank and Herman’ 
will be devoted to composition of 
a commercial song for the open- 
ing and closing of the broadcasts.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Floor Posts. 
E’VE just done a little 


W snooping around und have 
come up with some interest- 
ing facts about those posts you 
are likely to find in the basement 
supporting the first floor. 
Some of these posts are made of 
wood and instead of one end rest- 
ing on the basement floor, they 
appear to go right through the 
concrete into the ground, This is 
bad because the post will probably 
sink into the ground rather than 
give the floor any real support. It 
is also bad because if the base of 
the post is in contact with the 
earth it can be attacked by either 
termites or rot. 

Setting these posts, either metal 
or wood ones, on the concrete 
floor, isn’t too good either because 
in most cases the floor is so thin 
that the post cracks it and the 
floor sags. 

The best way to install these 
posts is on a solid concrete foot- 
ing. Break up about a square 
foot of the concrete floor and then 
dig out about one foot of soil. Now 
pour in a footing of concrete made 
with one part cement, two parts 
sand and three parts gravel. - 

Allow this to extend about three 
inches or so above the floor. When 
this is hard it will provide ample 
support for the post and not allow 
the base to be damaged by either 
moisture or insects.

When 
your face is parallel to the mirror 
the circles lighten visibly. There’s 
just a trace of a shadow. 

“Next, tilt your nose slightly up- 
ward. The light floods in and the 
circles disappear. 

Here’s the explanation of ex- 
actly why this happens: The bones 
over your eyes are constructed in 
such a way as to form a protect- 
ing shelf above your eyes. Close 
your eyes and feel this formation

Declarer discarded a dia- 
mond from dummy while he won 
in his own hand; then he led a 
spade. West, afraid that it was a 
singleton, put up the spade ace, 
and then, to prevent a possible dis- 
card on the spade king, laid down 
the diamond king. Only after mak- 
ing that play did West realize 
that continuing with diamonds 
would be extremely dangerous, and 
he now shifted to his top club. 

West’s realization came too late. 
The club queen took the trick and 
South ruffed a diamond. A heart 
was ruffed with the club six, and 
a second diamond ruff felled 
West’s ace. That, of course, was 
the end of the affair, since now 
South could merely draw the out- 
standing trumps, discarding spades 


from dummy, then use the spade 


king as entry for the good dia- 
monds. 

Granting that West faced sev- 
eral dangers in this deal, the great- 
est was the establishment of the 
diamond suit, and he could not 
afford to lead even one round. 
He should have shifted as quickly 
as possible to trumps.

Economical Menus

AVIAR—a gourmet’s luxury— 
C is fish e ones gs prepared by salt- 

ing slightly and packing in oil. 
The highest quality is made of 
Sturgeon roe — eggs medium in 
size, gray in color, superior in fla- 
vor. Red caviar is prepared from 
the large eggs of salmon roe. The 
flavor is not as highly valued as 
gray caviar. Black caviar is pre- 
pared from roe of other fish. (label 
indicates source of roe). This 
caviar is small grained, the flavor 
is considered better than the red, 
but it does not rate as high as 
the gray with fastidious gourmets. 
Carbon is added to give the black 
color, 


Since cayiar is potent in flavor, 
it is always served in small 
quantities in or on other food. 
Usually it is-offered exactly as it 
comes from container with grains 
or eggs filmed with oil. Because 
this oily quality is objectionable, 
it can be made appealing to many 
people by turning it into a fine 
meshed sieve and pouring hot 
water through it quickly to re- 
move most of the oil. And it is 
always a good plan to turn black 
caviar before using it onto a piece 
of absorbent paper toweling to 
remove excess of black liquid 
which fades into lighter colored 
food on which the caviar is used, 


Here are some favorite ways of 
using caviar: 

1. For buffet service, turn chill- 
ed caviar into small bowl sur- 
rounded with crushed ice. Have 
rounds of bread or toast spread 
with unsalted butter, nearby have 
a small dish of finely chopped 
onion and small plate of lemon 
wedges. Guests can dip desired 
amount of caviar onto W e add

a squeeze of lemon and dash of 
onion, if desired. 


2. Prepare deviled eggs in usual 
way. Use pastry bag to pipe yolk 
mixture into whites but leave 
small depression in top, fill with 
caviar. 


3. For a delicious salad dress- 
ing, fold into % cup chilled may- 
onnaise or salad dressing a little 
lemon juice and. very finely 
chopped onion to suit taste and 
one tablespoon caviar. Excellent 
on thick slices of tomato and hard 
cooked egg. 


4. Make blinis (tiny buckwheat | 


or white flour pancakes), keep hot 
in top of double boiler, serve hot 
with a blob of sour cream in 
center a sprinkle of caviar, 


5. Blend into softened cream 
cheese enough red caviar and a 
few drops of onion juice to give 
a good flavor. Spread on thin 
slices of ice box rye bread.
